About 140 Introduced In The 
House The First Bill Day

Four were offered, Re| 
seutatives Paynter, Moore. Rog 
and Stith being the authors. Se 
olhereducational bills were offei 
four of them by Representative 
Wells, of Calloway. Eight bills re- 
disricting the S ate were offered. 
Four of these, presented by Repre- 
sentatives Conway, Money, W. W. 
Lewis and Bruner, were congress- 
ional: three, offered by Ropresenta- 
tives Parker, Money and A. S. 
Bennett, were senatorial, and one, 
by Representative North, was leg- 
islative. Two bills were acts to 
regulate the practice of embalming, 
presented by Representatives 
Tompkins and F. B. Brown. There 
were two to regulate elections' 
three to regulate the practice of 
pharmacy, and at least twenty-five 
affecting the cities and small towns 
of the State. But one of these, the 
city of Paducah, seeks to go up a 
notch. It asks to be taken from the 
third and placed in the second class. 

Three of the 140 bills introduced 
carried directly appropriations of 
money out of the State Treasury, 
The first of these, the Holland State 
Capitol bill, asks only an immedi- 
ate appropriation of $10,000. Rep- 
resentative Reed, of Boyle, abked 
$150,000 for the Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, and Representa- 
tive Klair of Fayette, not at all 
modest, asked an appropriation of 
$154,639 for the Eastern Insane 
Asylum, and $105,000 for the State 
A. and M. college. 

RepresentativeNorth, of Lincoli 
led the House members in the nun 
ber of bills introduced, sending up 
twenty to the Clerk's desk. They 
covered all manner of subjects. 

Some of the bills out of the ordi- 
nary and the reading of the titles 
alone of which excited interest 
and in some instances amusement, 
were: "An act to prevent horse- 
racing in Kentucky;" "an act im< 
posing a tax on dogs;" "an act pro- 
tecting birds nests, and their 
eggs:" "an act prescribing a pen 
alty for abduction;" "an act plac- 
ing the selection of juror* in the 
sheriff;" "an act requiring profes- 
sional lobbyists to register as such 
and pay a license to the State;' 
"an act regulating the sale of co 
caine;" "an act making the carry- 
ing in Kentucky of concealed dead- 
ly weapons a felony punishable by 
confinement from one to five years 
in the State penitentiary," and "an 
act to prohibit the sale of ciga- 
rettes. ' '

National bank To Be 
Erected Soon. 



Among the many new buildings 
that wilTgo up in this city this year 
will be the new quarters p! the First 
National Bank. Plans are being 

rtrawn for an elahnrate building un 

the bank's property just across the 
street from its present quarters 
and known as the Frankel buudiug.

As 
is well known, the largest and 
most imposing buildings in the city 
excepting Hotel Latham are locat- 
ed "down in the bottom." In tact, 
most if not all buildings of any 
magnitude that have been erected 
on Main street in the past decade 
have necessarily been south of 
Ninth street. The great conflagra- 
tion of 1882, and the one following 
in December 1884 wiped out every- 
thing above Eighth etreet. In place 
of the antiquated two-story build 
ings arose modern three story store 
rooms. But increasing population 
and business demanded more large 
business bouses. Theifirst building 
to be erected was on the corner of 
Ninth and Main, known as the 
Withers block— the present qua 
tefs of the First National Bank- 
and along with it the Moayc 
block. Then the Mason block, now 
the Northern half of the Trice 
block, built specially for the oc- 
cupancy of J. H. Anderson & Co, 
In 1894 Mr. J. H. Anderson put up 
the double three-story building 
ner of Tenth and Main. 

The increasing business of the 
Kentuckian. which had been loca 
ted up stairs on Ninth street, in 
duced the publisher to look out foi 
more commodious quarters, and 
simultaneously with the erection of 
what has generally been known ai 
the Racket Building, up sprang th< 
Kentuckian office. Then another 
wide-a-wake firm, Ragsdale, Coop- 
er & Co., had drawings made and 
let out the contract for their impos 
ing three-story block, reaching 
from Tenth to Eleventh streets. 
This was followed by Forbei 
Bib., who made an addition to their 
atore-room of an office and three 
rooms to their block. 

Of course this look backward will 
be of interest to all who are inter 
ested in the growth of our city, and 
it is with pride that they take back 
glances and even take hope for the 
luture of the best town in Southern 
Kentucky.

the other buildings in its neighbor- 
hood. No expense will be spared 
to make it thoroughly adapted to 
the purposes for which it is intend- 
ed. It is to be two stories, but 
showing a three-story frontage. 

The first floor will be devoted to 
the uses of the bank— the banking 
office, vaults, etc.— equipped with 
erything ner.essary for the cou- 
rnience and comfort of the gentle- 
en who conduct its business. The 
cond floor will be approached by 
two stairways, one on Main and 
the other on Ninth street. Suits ot 
business offices will be conveniently 
inged and provided with every 
thing to make them desirable. In 
fact this modern building will be 
up-to-date in every particula 
The business of the bankhas grown 
steadily from year to year, and we 
are glad to see the manifest pi 
penty it has attained in the eight 
years of its existence. 

The Planters Bank and Trust 
Co., which has lately purchi 
the building occupied by Bassett & 
Co. and J. L. Tobin, will begin re- 
modeling early in the spring. Be- 
sides arranging the building for 
perfect adaptation for banking pui 
poses, the company will also put in 
a number of vaults for the conven 
ience of the public and other new 
features. 

The City Bank has, for some 
time, been considering plans for 
radical changes in its building, but 
as we are told by the president, th 
architects have not yet suggested 
exactly the changes desired.

Poultices 

The application of heat is often j 
extremely useful in the relief of 
and of inflammation, or in has- 
tening the maturing of a boil or 
felon. The most usual way of mak- 
ing such an application is by the 
means of poultices. These retain 
the heat much longer than hot 
cloths, and have an advantageover 
a hot water bag when moist heat is 
iquired. 

The making ot poultices is an art 
which can be learned from practice 
and unfortunately for many poor 
sufferers, few persons ever master 
the art. 

A good poultice shoul d be per- 
fectly smooth, moist, but not drip- 
ping, as light as possible, and as 
hot as it can be made without 
burning the patient 

A poultice of flaxseed is perhaps 
the most common, but poultices can 
be made of ground slippery elm, 
corn meal, bread, starch or any 
other material that will make a 
smooth paste with hot water, and 
will not dry too rapidly and be- 
come caked and hard. 

In making a flaxseed poultice the 
flaxseed meal, the bowl and the 
spoon for stirring should be pre- 
viously warmed, and everything 
should be ready to the hand before 
a start is made. Boiling water is 
poured into the bowl, and then the 
meal is added gradually with con- 
stant Stirling. This is better than 
adding the water to the meal, tor 
then it is very difficult to prevent 
lumping. 

As soon as the paste is of the 
proper consistency — two parts of 
meal to five of water being about 
the right proportion— it should be 
spread an inch or so thick upon a 
piece of muslin, leaving an uncov- 
ered margin ot two inches. Then 
on the face of the poultice is placed 
a pieie of flannel of the same size 
as the muslin. The edges are now 
quickly turned over and fastened 
with safety pins or basted, and the 
poultice is ready. 

The flannel side goes against the 
skin, a layer of cotton is placed 

er the poultice, and the whole is j 
covered with rubber tissue or oil 
silk. 

The advantage of having the 
flannel next the skin is that the 
poultice may be applied very hot 
without burning.

WINE OUTPUT OF THE WORLD. 

Hearly Four Billions of Gallons Fro 
dnced in 1900. 

In a supplement issued with The 
Chamber of Commerce Journal then 
are given special reports on the Paris 
international exhibition of last yecr. 
In the report on vine culture Sir 
James Blyth enumerate* the ascer- 
tained results of the wine industry of 
the world.
